Shipments for the first: two 
months of 1951 totalled 204,300,- 
000 pounds, an inerease of 4 
percent over the same period of 
last year, Total filament yarn 
shipments , rose 3 percent to 
153,860,000 pounds, including 


"50,500,000 pounds of viscose high 


tenacity yarn, 53,200,000 pounds 
of viscose cupra yatn = an 
60,100,000 pounds of - acetate. 
Staple shipmerits totalled 50,500,- 
000 pounds, Rayon Mament yarn 
stocks held by _ producers 
amounted to 9,600,000 pounds, 
compared with 10,300,000 in the 
previous month, ‘Rayon staple 
stocks totalled 3,800,000, 

“With ‘producers’ stocks at 
nominal levels, !t is pointed out 
that future shipments of the 
indastry at best can reflect only 
the current production, 

Imports of rayon staple in 1950 
reached a recond-breaking total 


of — 91,199,000 -— pounds, almost |-— 


twice the previous record year's 
imports of 47,402,000 pounds in 
1939. Imports in the last quar- 
ter of. 1950 averaged over 
11,000,000 pounds monthly. 
France supplied 18% percent of 
the imports. .The next largest 
supplier was the United King- 
dom with 17 percent followed by 
Belgium with 13 percent, Ger- 
many 9 percent and Switzerland 
8% percent.
